The carbons groups contain various bound components that anticipate the 
chemiluminescent enhancer compounds of Applicant's Group I (see columns 6 - 9 of 
Detailed Description oftfie Invention, in particular). 

Therefore, the inventions do not forni a general inventive concept, as they do not 
share a special technical feature.
